Smokers Are Causing Dry 


Grass Fires in City. 


"Look where you throw your castoH 
cigar or cigaret stubs." Careless smok- 
ers are charged with having caused 
several dry grass firetf recently. Along 
the line of fire protection, City Com- 
missioner Wright calls attention to 
the danger of a big blaze from such 
practices. The dry weather has made 
the grass as inflammable as ordinary 
paper and complaints have been reg- 
istered at the city hall relative to the 
throwing Of lighted cigar and cigaret 
stubs, on lawns and vacant lots. The 
firemen are frequently called out to 
extinguish fires caused often by the 
carelessness of smokers. 


The commissioner hopes that the 


people will cooperate with the depart- 
ment and avoid doing anything that 
will increase the fire hazard.

neighborhood Monday, he said,

"Bed" Kin«ella, Notoriotn Gangster 


Shot to Death in Pitched Battle 


and Another Man Is 


Injured. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—Chicago's labor 


war claimed ita twenty-sixth victim 
today when William "Rod" Klnsella, 
notorious gangster, was shot to death 
in a pitched battle at a meeting of 
the butchers' union. 


Paul Rodin, msmber of the union, 


was wounded in the shoulder. 


The "gun" battle brolte out during a 


heated discussion over an attempt of 
the Hebrew butchers to secede from 
the amalgamated meat cutters and 
butchers of America. More than fifty 
shots were fired. Four or five men 
took part in the affray. 


Following the shooting members of 


the union fled. When police arrived 
the hall was empty. 


Kinsella "was--found dead a few 


blocks away. Rodin was taken to the 
hospital by persons attracted by the 
shots. 
Police r.ttempted to round up mem- 


bers of tho union who were present 
in an effort to learn tho motive for 
tho shooting. 


Kinnella waa known as a member 


of the "Valley gang." He had a long 
police record. 


Rodin told police he was climbing 


teh stairs to tho meeting when the 
shooting started. He said he saw sev- 
eral of tho men back out of the door 
with smoking guns in their hands. 


"I turned and started to jump down 


tho stairs when someone shot me," 
ho said. "I was on my way to the 
meeting

ment." 


Dennis Lane,

had no connection with the union. He 
eald the Hebrew local had quit the 
parent organization but insisted it 
was expelled when it refused to pay 
dues.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 27— -The body 


of little six-year-old Lillian Gilmore, 
victim of a fiendish 
kidnaper, was 


found frozen in the Neshaminy creek, 
near Croydon, Pa, at midnight 


Wylie Morgan, self-confessed abduc- 


tor will be formally charged with mur- 
der today, authorities said. 


A crowd of several thousand per- 


sons gathered around the police sta- 
tion when word of the confession was 
spread, and shouted threats 
of vio- 


lence against the prisoner. 


The station, in the heart of the 


Kensington mill section, was put un- 
der extra guard and armed men filled 
the doorways, standing off the mob. 


The body of the little girl was found 


after Morgan confessed to the crime, 
He guided the police to the creek 
where he had thrown the body and 
cried, "there she is, I killed hei," po- 
lice said. 
Five men, holding lanterns high so 


that they might peer into the dark- 
ness, recovered the body from the icy 
water. The little girl's body showed 
signs of a terrible beating. A super- 
ficial examination revealed her jaw 
broken in five places, her arms, hands 
and legs were cut. Police believe 
Morgan had beat Lillian in the face 
until she died. 


News of Morgan's confession and 


the finding of the body spread rapidly 
thru the northeast section of Phila- 
delphia, vhere the Gilmore family 
lives, and when the murderer was re- 
tumed to the police station the mob 
totaled 5,000. 
Cries of "Lynch him" and "Kill 


him" were heard. Twenty policemen 
armed with sawed off shotguns and 
rifles guarded the prisoner to prevent 
the angry crowd from storming the 
station. 
Morgan, according to the police, in- 


vited Dorothy; five, and Lillian Gil- 
more, six, to take an automobile ride 
Saturday afternoon. Later Dorothy 
wandered home and told about the 
man killing Lillian and casting her 
body on the ice. 


A city-wide search for the murderer 


began. Morgan was arrested on sus- 
picion, and after thirty-three hours of 
constant grilling, confesesd. He led 
policemen to where he had thrown 
the body. •

FOR CARLOT SPUDS 


Provides for Cooperation Between 


State Department and United 


States Department as to 


Rules and Regulations. 


The new potato grading bill, H. R. 


198 by Gordon of Box Butte, was ad- 
vanced to third reading In the house 
Tuesday. This is a substitute bill to 
one introduced early in the session 
and represents the views of legisla- 
tors from potato growing sections. 


It provides that the state depart- 


ment of agriculture, thru the bureau 
of markets shall enter into cooperative 
agreement with the United States de- 
partment of agriculture for the 
co- 


operative inspection and enforcement 
of the act' 


Each carlot shipment of potatoes 


originating in Nebraska shall upon re- 
quest, be inspected for grade accord- 
ing to methods used by the govern- 
ment. Any party having a financial 
interest in a carlot shipment may re- 
quest inspection. 


The following grades are defined; 


U. S. fancy No. 1. U. S. grndo No. 1. 
U. S. No. 1 small. U. S. No 2. 


Potatoes sold or shipped In bulk or 


In containers without Inspection shall 
not be tttKKed, marked or branded In 
any way at> graded potatoes 


Any interested party may demand 


re-Inspection tit the point of destina- 
tion if the giade established-by the 
inspection theretofoie inude Is 
not 


satisfactory to such party. 


A fee of $4 per car shall be paid 


by tho party

The fund 


arising from fees paid for inspection

SUPPORTING BILLS 


Measure to Prevent Discrimination 


Against Special Physicians in . 


Public Institutions Is 


Amended. 


Chairman Osborne of the senate 


committee on medical societies re- 
ported out H. R. 17 and H. R. 39 for 
the general file with amendments 
Tuesday. These bills have been sup- 
ported by several different healing 
schools. H. R. 17 was amended by the 
committee 
by the insertion of the 


words, "subject to the rules of the in- 
stitution" in' two 'different places and 
by_ the striking out of the words "or 
next frie'nd." ' In effect it will require 
the, admission- of patients to all pub- 
licly "supported ' hospitals "subject to 
the'rules of the Institution" but will 
require the treatmenfof such patients 
by a .physician of "any school or 
system of the patient's choice. The 
rules of the state medical colleg hos- 
pital at Omaha now prohibit th treat- 
ing for patients by physicians of any 
school but the so-called regular school. 
It may puzzle some to figure out how 
a patient admitted under the rules of 
the institution 
and can hav« a 


physician of his choice when the rules 
prohibit -the attendance 
of any 


physician other than a "regular." It 
is possible that under the wording of 
the hill the regular physician in that 
event" would he required to'treat the 
patient as directed by the patient or a 
relative or guardian of the patient. 


The bill as amended by the com- 


mittee reads: 
' v 
Section 1. That a patient in any eleemoiy- 
narv insulation, or institution supported in 
wbole or to part, directly or Indirectly from 
public reveaues. city, county or state, shall 
subject to the rules of the Institutions have 
the rlsht either by personal direction, or by 
direction of a relative, guardian or cus- 
todian to be 'treated by a physician of any 
school or system of healla* of his choice. 
provided Such physician Ss duly licensed un- 
der the lairs of this state. 
Sec. 2. JRrovided, farther, that tho .privi- 
lege granted hecrin to a physician *W any 
school or system of hcaliav shall be con- 
strued to Include the practice of religions 
tenets as defined In section S16S. complied 
statutes of is:;. . 
Section X Such physician -Khen so selected 
shall subject to inc .Yules of the institution, 
receive the same facilities for service as arc 
accordfld to other physicians in such In- 
stitntldR. Xothliqr in this act shall b« con- 
strued to cbar^e such Institution Trith, the 
e-xpense'of such special trca&nent. 


The amendment attached to H. R. 


39 is simple. The bill was introduced 
by Davis ol Cass. It-fe intended to 
prevent the physicia] examination ol 
children in school over the written 
protest of parents except for examina- 
tion for infectious diseases and re- 
quires children to abide by 
3aws. The committee amended the WH 
so that the examination referred to 3n 
the bill shall not be compulsory by 
any on« "other than the teacher." Un- 
der the tsale law governing eratnina- 
tioa of children in schools for ejc. ear 
and month and throat trouble can be 
made only by the teacher or by a 
physician employed by the school 
br«iTd.

HOUSE APPROPRIATES $50,000 


FOR THAT PURPOSE.. 


Sandhill Members Enthusiastic for 


Plan, Asserting That' Private 
. Sporting Clubs Are Bay- ' 


ing Them Up. - 


A lively debate was stirred up in 


the house Tuesday morning on a bill, 
H. Jt 630, which appropriates $50,000 
of the fees received from hunting and 
fishing licenses to buy some lakes in 
tha sandhill country. The members 
from that section were vociferous and 
unanimously for the bill. They saia 
that private clubs of sportsmen are 
buying up all these lakes, and the first 
thing "we" know there will be none 
left for the general public. 


It provides that flowing wells shall 


be dug so that the lakes will not 
freeze and that other means be taken 
to keep the flsh alive after the state 
puts them into the waters. They shall 
be open to the general public. 


Several inquisitive members wanted 


to know how the general public was 
to get to these lakes in view of the 
fact that the house had just passed a 
bill barring hunters and fishers off 
private lands, but this was airily 
thrust aside,by the statement-that, of 
course, an entrance would be pro- 
vided. 


Lamb protested against this ap- 


propriation. He said it was "undoubt- 
edly a good thing, and if the state had 
plenty of money it would be all right. 
But the legislature came here to cut 
expenses, and it was impossible to 
save money by spending it He said 
that these little appropriations one 
day and another one another day -was 
what ran the totals up. It didn't 
make any difference if it was a license 
or a fee. It came out of the pockets 
Of a taxpayer. 


Ward sought to combat this theory 


by saying that nobody need buy one 
unless he wanted to hunt or fish. 
Hughes said the money did not go to 
the state in any event, but by law 
was to. be spent for purposes of 
preservation of fish and game. 


Harrington and Lamb pointed out 


that in actual practice the money 
goes Into the general fund, and wbat 
is not spent on fish and game 
preservation Is spenf on something 
else, and that it all counts In the total 
of legislative appropriations.

MANY PRISONERS SEEK RELEASE 


, 
FROM PENALTIES. 


Queer and Unusual Developments 


After Conviction and Inoarcera- 


.tion of an Omaha Mexican 


Reported to Board. 


The state, pardon and parole board 


heard evidence in a number of cases 
at the state penitentiary Tuesday 
morning taking pleas heard under con- 
sideration for decision later. 


Albia A. Byrd, who is serving- a one 


to seven years sentence for grand 
larceny and is held in the Scottsblufl 
county jail because of lack of room 
at the penitentiary, made the trip to 
Lincoln to present his case for a pa- 
role before the board. At the bear- 
ing it developed that he had been 
working, while a state prisoner held 
in the county jail, and had been pay- 
ing the constable his board. The 
question was raised as to whether 
Scottsbluff county could collect the 
amount of his board from the state, 
and whether a county can work state 
prisoners. 
A similar case, that of 


Hans Rathman, serving one to ten 
years in the same jail for auto theft, 
raises 
the 
same question as to 


whether the county can work a state 
prisoner. 
Jesse Nolendies, a Mexican, con- 


victed in Omaha of highway robbery 
and sentenced to- three years, made a 
strong case in support of his applica- 
tion for pardon. He was convicted of 
robbing George Buck. It developed 
that Buck owed his room mate $79 
and that this may have accounted for 
his story that he had been robbed. 
Judge Fitzgerald, in whose court No- 
lendies was convicted, is convinced 
that no such' crame was committed. 
M. L. Endres, Douglas county sheriff, 
believes the man convicted is inno- 
cent and that a pardon should be 
granted. A check of Buck's story 
later did not substantiate it. 


Manford E. Biggs, convicted of em- 


bezzlement from the Omaha Cold 
Storage company and who was also 
a church treasurer and who was sen- 
tenced to serve from two to five 
years, accompanied Sheriff 
Endres 


from Omaha to Lincoln. Recently the 
board reduced his sentence to two 
years flat. He sought another reduc- 
tion. The board held that under the 
rules he could not make this request 
before the April meeting. Recently a 
jail break was attempted at Omaha 
and" Biggs fought with the sheriff in 
an effort to subdue the prisoners. Be- 
cause of his service at that time. 
Sheriff Endres warmly endorses his 
application for a reduction of .sen- 
tence. 
Attorney Ed L. Vogelsanz appeared 


before the board in behalf of August 
Soucek, who was given fifty days In 
the Valley county jail and fined $1,000, 
after being convicted of possessing 
three stills. His attorney argued to 
the board that the prisoner had 
served a sufficient time for the crime 
committed. The county attorney held 
that the" prisoner'was able to pay the 
fine and that he should be held in the 
county jail until the fine "was paid. 
The county attorney also argued that 
because the prisoner was able to pay 
the fine he 'should not be credited 
with $3 a day on the fine. It was said 
Soucek had said he would make the 
state pay the fine by lying it out in 
jaiL

COUNTY AGENT BILL 


CAUSES MUCH TALK 


Senate Proposes to Amend the Law 


So That Support of Agent by 


Counties Shall Not Be 


Compulsory. 


The rjenatc 
in 
committee of the 


whole tackled the county agent bill, 
S. K. 9, by Wilts?, for the third time 
Tuesday forenoon. At noon considera- 
tion had not beeu completed, but the 
indications pointed 
to the advance- 


ment of the bill for third reading. It 
was designed by the introducer to per- 
mit the entire voters of a county to 
vote on the question of appropriating 
county funds to meet federal funds for 
maintenance of a county agent, in the 
event of a remonstrance. It was in- 
tended to repeal that part of the law 
which makes it mandatory upon the 
county board to appropriate funds if 
300 members of a county farm, bureau 
petition for an appropriation. 


The committee amendments taken 


up Tuesday provide for a petition by 
farm bureau members to place the law 
in motion, the petition ranging from 
100 in small counties to 600 in large 
counties. The county board is required 
to grant the petition unless a remon- 
strance signed by farmers, but not 
necessarily farm bureau members, is 
filed. When a remonstrance contain- 
ing one-fourth more names than the 
petition is filed the county board must 
submit the question to the vote of the 
entire county held in 1924. The ques- 
tion can be put to a vote every two 
years. In counties where there is a 
farm bureau 
now established the 


county board shall continue to make 
appropriations for a county agent until 
January 1, 1925. 


On motion of Reed that part requir- 


ing petitioners to be members of an 
organized farm bureau was stricken 
out by a vote of 22 to 10. 


Warner 
of Lancaster 
moved to 


strike out that part of the bill provid- 
ing for the filing of a remonstrance 
and a referendum vote of the entire 
county. Wiltse of Richardson charac- 
terized this motion as prohibiting the 
rights of the people of a county to 
vote on a county agent issue after a 
remonstrance had been filed. He said 
it would leave the bill arbitrary, auto- 
cratic and un-American. It would per- 
mit 300 farmers in a county to over- 
ride the will of 1,100 farmers. 


Warner declared 
the bill doubles 


the number of 
petitioners required 


and that is sufficient safeguard, that 
the county agent is supported by the" 
federal government under a matching 
of dollars plan and there is no reason 
why the question should be put into 
politics the next two years after the 
federal government had already acted. 


Behrens said both houses had re- 


cently declared against federal aid. 


Thielen of Platte said the county
